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SENIORS 

ENIORS — just  another  name  for  "go-getters."  Seniors  always 
busy:  seniors  always  on  the  job;  seniors  putting  across  carnivals, 
obliging  the  sweet-toothed;  seniors  giving  Friday  dances,  or  ask- 
ing "Have  you  any  papers  for  the  Highland  Park  seniors'"  Seniors 
scratching  in  red  ink  down  at  the  book-room  or  tending  their  much 
advertised  shop — where,  incidentally,  students  can  buy  anything  from  pocket 
combs  to  Eversharp  leads — seniors  selling  "hot  dogs"  at  the  football  games, 
always  working  for  the  Washington  trip,  which  every  year  becomes  one  of  the 
inost  interesting,  time-absorbing  factors  to  be  considered  in  the  life  of  a  senior. 

It  is  then  that  the  class  rallies  forth  to  crowd  the  greatest  possible  amount  of 
sight-seeing  into  four  days'  time.  The  time-honored  custom  dates  back  to 
1912.  when  the  first  seniors,  the  girls  in  braids  and  shirtwaists,  earned  their  way 
to  the  national  capital. 

Besides  the  general  educational  and  cultural  value  of  the  trip,  concerning 
which  some  say  that  such  a  trip  is  worth  a  year  of  college  study,  there  is  the 
vastly  practical  side.  The  seniors  learn  organization.  Under  each  adviser  a 
chairman  is  appointed  who  co-operates  with  a  committee  under  him.  and  is  re- 
sponsible for  a  report  to  be  handed  in  at  the  end  of  a  definite  period,  showing 
the  number  of  hours  of  work  done  by  his  group. 

At  the  end  of  the  campaign  the  total  number  of  hours  is  divided  by  the  en- 
tire fund  raised,  and  thus  the  value  of  a  single  hour  is  determined.  Members 
of  the  class  of  '26  found  that  thirty-nine  cents  represented  sixty  minutes  of 
"honest-to-goodness"  toil.  Then  there  are  the  chaperons,  too;  twelve  of 
them  to  be  exact,  six  men  and  six  women  who  each  have  an  eye  on  one  special 
group  of  seniors. 

Finally,  amid  grips,  "Drop-you-a-card,"  hat  boxes,  umbrellas,  and  good- 
bye's, the  ALL-ABOA-R-R-D  is  heard,  and  the  seniors  are  off! 

But  this  is  only  the  beginning  of  the  climax;  the  class  visits  such  scenes, 
touchingly  described  by  the  histories,  as  Richmond,  Charleston,  Fort  Monroe, 
Fort  Necessity,  and  Baltimore. 

Then  comes  Washington  itself!  The  second  the  class  alights  from  the 
train,  every  bit  of  time  is  packed  to  over-flowing  in  seeing  the  Washington 
Monument,  the  Lincoln  Memorial,  and  the  White  House,  while  Mt.  Vernon. 
Arlington,  and  Alexandria  are  second  only  to  the  Congressional  Library,  in  the 
estimation  of  some  of  the  class. 

Then,  knowing  all  the  "in's  and  out's  "  of  the  city,  having  seen  just  how 
the  wheels  of  our  government  fit  together,  having  perhaps  caught  a  glimpse 
of  the  First  Citizen  of  the  land,  the  class,  tired,  enthusiastic  but  still  "going 
strong,"  turn  to  the  home  trail  with  souvenirs,  high  hopes  for  a  government 
office,  a  little  regret  that  the  play  time  is  over,  promises  to  come  back,  and  a 
swell  of  pride  for  our  own  capital.

The  May  Day  banquet,  an  annual  event  in  the  Gleam  year,  is  always  a  very 
colorful  affair.  The  Friday  nearest  the  first  of  May  has  been  set  aside  for  the 
banquet  since  the  Gleam  was  organized  four  years  ago  for  the  purpose  of  fur- 
thering literary  interest  among  the  students. 


There  are  now  four  groups  within  the  Gleam,  called  Glimmers.  These 
are  the  Scribbling  Glimmer,  the  oldest  group  and  therefore  known  as  the 
senior  glimmer,  the  Flashlight  Glimmer,  the  Quill  Drivers  Glimmer  and  the 
Junior  Debaters.  The  activities  of  the  Junior  Debaters  are  in  the  main  the 
practicing  and  giving  of  debates,  while  the  interest  of  the  others  is  in  the  writ- 
ing of  stories,  poetry  and  plays — producing  the  latter  and  using  their  members 
for  the  cast.  A  certain  day  is  set  apart,  once  each  year,  at  which  time  the  Glim- 
mers meet  together  and  each  put  on  a  play.  All  members  of  the  group  are 
obliged  to  take  part  in  this  annual  production,  as  it  is  a  sort  of  "unwritten 
law"  with  the  Gleam. 


The  most  pretentious  work  resulting  from  the  efforts  of  The  Gleam  in  1926 
is  Margaret  Emde's  one-act  play,  entitled  "The  Singular  Double."  a  delightful 
comedy  with  a  small-town  background.  This  will  probably  be  produced  as  a 
feature  of  the  1926  Senior  Revue  next  fall,  the  cast  being  chosen  from  the 
senior  class,  though  preference  will  be  given  to  the  members  of  The  Gleam.

A  bigger  paper  and  a  bigger  staff  have  responded  to  the 
demands  of  the  school,  and  the  result  is  the  highly  efficient  Spectator  which 
weekly  disperses  its  news. 

The  Spectator  received  the  cup  again  this  year,  which  it  first  won  in  1925, 
for  the  best  high-school  weekly  publication  in  Michigan.  Another  honor  for 
the  Spectator  was  its  election  as  president  of  the  Michigan  Interscholastic  Press 
Association. 

Not  only  has  the  size  of  the  paper  and  the  number  of  students  concerned 
in  producing  "The  Spec"  increased  during  the  decade  of  its  existence,  but  the 
circulation  has  kept  pace  with  the  rapid  growth  of  the  school. 

From  month  to  month  the  personnel  of  the  staff  changes  as  tryouts  attain 
to  full  membership,  and  former  members  drop  their  publication  responsibilities 
to  take  up  other  tasks.

|NDER  the  tutelage  of  Coach  R.  O.  Detrick  the  Polar  Bear  basketball 
team  terminated  the  '26  season  with  sixteen  victories  and  but  four 
defeats. 

Opening  the  season's  hostilities  with  an  easy  victory  over  Sagi- 
naw Eastern,  Highland  Park  proved  it  had  a  team  to  be  proud  of.

The  Polar  Bears  received  their  first  setback  in  an  overtime  game  at  the  hands 
of  Western,  in  one  of  the  most  spectacular  fights  ever  witnessed  on  the  local 
floor.

by  Coach  Ruggles's  track  men,  who  have  just  completed  a  success- 
ful season. 

The  Highland  Park  thindads  registered  victories  over  Northern. 
Flint.  Eastern,  and  Western,  and  were  defeated  by  Northwestern 
and  Cass  Tech.  probably  the  two  strongest  teams  in  the  city,  if  not  in  the  state.

|HE  system  of  intramural  sports  which  was  started  in  Highland  Park 
in  November,  1924,  met  with  great  success.  In  1925  and  1926 
the  intramural  field  has  been  much  broadened,  the  idea  being  to  get 
every  boy  in  school  in   touch  with  some   form  of  athletics.

In  fact,  all  intramural  sports  are  of  great  help  to  the 
school  teams  as  well  as  to  the  participants. 

The  baseball  tournament  was  started  the  first  part  of  May  and  progressed 
rapidly,  850  boys  taking  part.  The  finals  will  be  played  at  the  Ferris  School 
at  the  end  of  the  month  to  decide  the  champions. 

There  is  no  doubt  the  teams  which  represent  Highland  Park  in  interscholastic 
competition  will  benefit  from  this  system,  and  that  the  students  will  be  made 
more  rugged  and  vigorous  by  their  participation.
